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LYNDEBORO ROAD AGENT'S REPORT | 


This past year was less expensive as far as winter went, 
but our equipment has cost us considerable. 

Our truck, which was purchased in 1966, has cost us 
$900.00 in repairs alone this year. It has 38,000 hard winter 
miles on it. We have had problems with it since it was new, 
which I think has caused us unnecessary expense lately. 
Possibly we should have spent more and bought a heavier 
unit, but going on past experience, the committee and Inter- 
national thought this truck was heavy enough. I myself, as 
road agent, would sooner think we purchased a so-called 
“lemon.” As far as workability goes, this truck does all we 
ask of it without much strain. I think we should have re- 
placed it after the third year, regardless of mileage. My 
advice now would be to replace the truck this coming year 
with a larger one. This will cost approximately $7,800. 

We repaired the grader as voted, and it seems to be 
working well. However, it isn't getting any younger. My 
advice again would be to replace it in 1972 with a newer, 
used machine. Cost: approximately $12,000. 

T.R.A. funds were spent on the turnpike in North 
Lyndeboro. This road is completed as far as Murdos. 

Duncan Fund money or gas tax money was spent gravel- 
ling and widening the school bus and mail routes to North 
Lyndeboro. We also widened and gravelled Byam’s Road 
from Route 31 to Miss Wittneaur’s home. 

Tar money was spent on Baldwin's hill, Van Ham's 
Road, Marston’s Road and Edward Abbot’s Road. Approx. 
314 miles. 

Again we thank everyone for his patience and coopera- 
tion, especially on driveway plowing. We received a mini- 
mum of calls.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The Cemetery Trustees appreciate and wish to acknowl- 
edge the cooperation of Clayton Brown, our road agent. 
On December 19, 1970 a burial was requested by an out of 
state funeral director, and roads had to be opened; this was 
performed without hesitancy. Earlier in the year he filled 
where it was needed, and scraped three of the entrance 
roads, making them better to travel on, as well as improving 
their appearance. 

Mr. Charles Wilcox made a pair of gates and installed 
them in the largest entrance to the South Yard Cemetery. 
This main entrance road has been cleared of underbrush 
and is quite respectable. Plans are to clear the area of small 
trees and brush near the large boulder and plant a type of 
non-spreading flowering bush. 

Mr. Percy Salisbury, our sexton, is handling the ceme- 
teries needs, as to mowing, etc., in a good manner. He has 
had the help of John Maki, Sr., and together they have 
_ kept the grounds very respectable. 

An old section of fence has been replaced by a new 
one in Dist. No. 5 Cemetery (Dolliver yard). 

The gate to the cemetery, near Mr. Alfred O’Donnell’s 
residence, needs to be repaired or replaced. 

The fence at Johnson Corner Cemetery did not get re- 
paired or painted this past year; hope 1971 will see this 
accomplished. 

In the past three years we have conserved $675 of the 
Town's appropriation and in respect of these savings have 
not slighted the care of the cemeteries. It was achieved 
by two efficient workers, whose labor charges were reason- 
able. The maintenance of the present mowers, with an oc- 
casional cleaning and tinkering, has extended their useful- 
ness. A good usable mower was given to the Cemetery 
Dept. by a son of one of the trustees. The last new mower 
was purchased in 1964. 
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The trustees have been cost conscious and have com- 
piled a few figures that we hope will show this attitude.

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


There were 368 calls logged by this department during 
the past year indicating that we were again very busy. Again 
as in the past, breaking and entering dominated the Police 
Log. To try and counteract this we put on a night patrol 
which worked at irregular hours. This patrol was maintained 
for approximately three months, and then discontinued. 
The reason for this is simply we are a part time Department, 
and the men involved have to work for a living. Being on 
Patrol until the early morning hours, and in some cases until 
daylight soon became too much to expect. This Patrol log- 
ged over 100 man hours, and 700 miles, and not one cent was 
charged to the Town. During the period of this Patrol one 
(1) house break was recorded. Soon after the termination 
three (3) breaks were recorded. The installation of burglar 
alarms in some of these homes should help to stop this prob- 
lem. 

I assume most people know we instituted a Traffic Aid 
Program at the school during the latter part of the past 
school year, and it is still in effect. At the last Town Meeting 
it was voted to install school signs with flashing amber lights 
on each side of the school. This item not being carried in 
the Budget there was therefore no money to purchase these 
signs. Six ladies in town very generously donated their time 
as Traffic Aids to help protect our children during the morn- 
ing and afternoon hours. I do not believe they should be 
asked to continue this on a volunteer basis, and if no money 
is appropriated to pay two traffic aids or to purchase signs we 
will again have a hazardous situation at the school. 

On the subject of communications there will be an article 
in the warrant asking for the sum of $775.00 for new high 
frequency radio equipment. I will not attempt to go into 
detail here on this program except to say this is a federally 
funded program to install a county communications system. 
This system is scheduled to go into effect in the next three 
months with headquarters in Goffstown. The cost of operat- 
ing this system is going to be paid for by our County tax. 
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Even if we do not participate in this we will still pay our 
share to maintain it. At the present time we are in a position 
to obtain $3,100 worth of radio equipment at a cost of $775. 
In the near future we are going to be required to be on this 
communications link if we want Police communications, and 
the time to purchase this equipment is now so as to take 
advantage of this Federal program. 

In closing I wish to thank the Traffic Aids for their won- 
derful job at the school crossings and especially to Mrs. Bish- 
op for taking the interest and time to head the program. 
Also my thanks to the Police Officers for doing a job they can 
never be paid enough for. 

I also wish to extend my appreciation to the Police De- 
partments of the surrounding towns, the New Hampshire 
State Police, and to the Nelson Answering Service for their 
wonderful and very needed services.

Some of the 85 gift books included eight of Edward 
Rowe Snow's, covering piracy, shipwreck legends and sea 
stories of New England; Marvels and Mysteries of Our 
Animal World by Reader's Digest; Our Amazing World of 
Nature; A Pictorial Encyclopedia of Railways and High- 
landers — A Railroad Album. 

The light fiction type covered such authors as Phyllis 
Whitney, Gwen Bristow, Frank Slaughter, Taylor Caldwell, 
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Norah Lofts, Mary Stewart, Dorothy Eden, and Emest Hem- 
ingway. 

With these gifts more of the town allowance went to 
both fiction and non-fiction for the younger folks. 

We had a gift of eight records and five jigsaw puzzles. 

There were 53 books borrowed directly from the State 
Library, and 3 films. 

Books passed over the library desk included 588 Book- 
mobile books, 580 young folks’ books, 547 non-fiction and 
788 adult fiction. 

We discarded 8 adult books and 10 juvenile, that were 
either outdated or beyond repair. All in all, our records 
show that the library now contains 3,658 books belonging 
to our town. 

The trustees and I attended district book meetings in 
Milford, Derry, Wilton and Hollis, and a book repair shop 
in Bedford. 

The Bookmobile exchanged their books four times. 

In March Mrs. Sanborn visited the library for counsel 
and advice. The three trustees and I had her join us in a 
visit to Mrs. Bessie Holt; the occasion — her retirement as 
a library trustee after 29 years. 

In October Mrs. Sanborn spoke to a gathering of inter- 
ested people to try to form a Friends of the Library group. 
This is still in the process of becoming an organized group. 

We are very grateful for the new cement floor in our 
basement. It gives us more courage to look forward to 
more conveniences we hope to have. 

I would still like to see more of the boys and girls using 
our library, and am always ready to greet new readers.

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FIRE CHIEFS REPORT 


The Fire Department had a good year as far as property 
damage was concerned. Our most serious fire was the loss 
of the Nadreau homestead on Pinnacle Mountain which was 
struck by lightning in August. We responded to sixteen (16) 
calls during the year of which six were mutual aid, one 
chimney fire, one electrical fire, two brush fires, one re- 
suscitator call, two house fires, one car fire, and two barns 
that were hit by lightning. The Department also participated 
in numerous drills with the Wilton Fire Department. 

The two Scott Air Paks were purchased and have been 
used in smoke drills to familiarize the men with the equip- 
ment. Also, some new coats, hats, boots, and gloves were 
purchased. Needed repairs were made to the GMC tanker 
and the Mack pumper. Twelve radio alert monitors were 
purchased at no cost to the taxpapers for use by firemen who 
live out of the village and cannot hear the alarm. We would 
like to express our appreciation to the many citizens who 
contributed in many ways to allow the department to obtain 
special equipment. 

The department is asking this year for a two-bay addition 
to the fire station to be able to house the GMC tanker which 
formerly was housed in Wilton.

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REPORT OF THE 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 
The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, 
quiet in part because of your continued cooperation and 
favorable weather conditions. 

Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by 
debris burning, children and smokers. 

The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would 
drastically change this picture-to bring about this change we 
make the following suggestions: 

1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit 
to burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This 
permit covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass 
burning, as well as garden trash and brush burning, such 
burning is restricted by regulation prior to 9:00 a. m. and 
after 5:00 p. m. with the following exceptions: 

Commercial or Industrial burning is permissible at any 
time under normal conditions but only with the approval 
of the District Chief and a written permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden. 

2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with 
the complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of 
their children, keep matches out of reach of children, this 
action will help to prevent fires and may save a life, the life 
of your child. Try to explain this to your child, won't you? 

3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in num- 
ber by the exercise of more care in the discarding of matches 
and smoking material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. 
In all cases, make sure that the butt or match you discard is 
out, dead out. Smokey says, “Thanks for your help”, and 
invites you to join with him in setting a good example for 
others in the prevention of fires and the protection of our 
environment.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


In the year 1970 your Board of Selectmen had their 
usual full and active year, preparing first of all for town 
meeting and getting out the Town Report with all its 
financial reports and detail of expenses. 


In April we took our annual tour of the town for the 
purpose of viewing all properties and assessing the same. 
This was to prepare for establishing our tax rate. 


By judicious use of a part of our surplus we kept the 
tax rate increase to only (90¢) ninety cents instead of a 
dollar. We did not feel the full effect of the Wilton-Lynde- 
borough Coop. this year, but will in the year 1971. Everyone 
benefits when we are able to use a part of our surplus for 
the purpose of reducing the tax rate, when allowed to by the 
Tax Commission. The Selectmen wish to go on record that 
with the full brunt of the school costs being felt this year, 
it behooves all of us to tighten our belts on all other ex- 
penses within our control. 


Your Selectmen attended several meetings of the New 
Hampshire Municipal Association. These are training meet- 
ings for new Selectmen, and meetings where old hands can 
be brought up to date. We also attended a Tax Commission 
meeting and an Association of New Hampshire Assessors 
meeting. This was for the express purpose of making us all 
better qualified to serve the people of Lyndeborough in 
our job as your top officers. 


We also traversed the town lines between New Boston 
and Lyndeborough. The Selectmen of New Boston were 
Harold Strong and Walter Kirsch. A. A. Byam, E. George 
Warren and Glenny Cutter represented Lyndeborough. 


The Selectmen for the first time went to court on a vio- 
lation of our building codes and were successful. We intend 
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to do the same with other violators. This is necessary to 
protect the rights and property values of all abutters. 

The Selectmen wish to thank all department heads for 
their cooperation throughout the past year.

The Commission learned a great deal about Regional 
Planning Boards, sources of revenue, easements and other 
legal work involved, which can be put to use at a later date.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Town Budget Committee for 1970 held its first meet- 
ing on the 21 October, and appointed four of its members 
to form a committee and meet with the Town Road Agent to 
study the cost of driveway plowing. The result of this study 
was a recommendation for an increase in the standard fee, 
plus a surcharge for the more difficult driveways. The find- 
ings of the committee were passed on to the Selectmen. 


Commencing January 1971, the Town Budget Committee 
met with the School Committee, the Selectmen and heads of 
town departments to review the expenditures for 1970, and 
the proposed appropriations for 1971. Despite a very de- 
termined effort to hold down town expenses, a significant in- 
crease in the cost of materials, manpower and services, re- 
sulted in the increased appropriations for all town depart- 
ments, with the notable exception of the cemeteries. 


The actual expenditures for 1970 show an approximate 
20% increase over the 1970 appropriations. Two items are 
mainly responsible, and they are, the County Tax showing an 
increase of approximately 27%, and the Duncan Fund, 
shown for the first time as an expenditure. 


The difference between the estimated revenue and es- 
timated appropriations for 1971 amount to $24,926.69, an 
increase of $1,085.05 over 1970. 


Much time was spent debating the School Budget for 
1971. The Budget Committee feels that it was well present- 
ed and commend the School Committee for their efforts in 
resisting inflationary pressures. There are appropriations in 
the Town Budget to cover items presented in the Town 
Warrant, and in view of the current economic situation, the 
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members feel that the final decision on these items should 
rest with the citizens of Lyndeborough. 


To conclude this report, I wish to extend my personal 
thanks to all members of the Budget Committee for their 
excellent handling of a difficult task.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Carl E. Bowers 


_ According to custom, I am presenting my first annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. 

I arrived on November 30, 1970, just in time to start 
working on the 1971-72 budget. Our greatest concern is 
in the area of teaching personnel. If we expect to attract 
and keep outstanding teachers, we must give special salary 
recognition for quality performance. It is especially difficult 
to find teachers to work in multiple-graded classrooms. 

Having been on the job for such a short period of time, 
I am not aware of the activities of your school for the com- 
plete year. However, I would like to leave the following 
thoughts with you: 

1.. Serious consideration should be given to extending 
the Cooperative School District from Kindergarten through 
grade Twelve, maintaining the present school for primary 
grades. Under such an arrangement, we would be able to 
provide all children with curriculum enrichment including 
art, music, library services, etc. This move would also elim- 
inate some duplication in transportation. | 

2. Maintenance of Plant consists of those activities that 
are concerned with keeping grounds, buildings, and equip- 
ment, in their original condition of completeness or efficien- 
cy, either through repairs or by replacements. Due to budg- 
etary costs, it would behoove us to work out a preventive 
maintenance schedule and divide the cost over a period of 
years; thus, enabling you in the long run to keep your school 
building in good shape. 

Operation of Plant consists of the housekeeping activities 
concerned with keeping the school open and ready for use. 
It includes such items as cleaning, heating, lighting, etc. 

As I conclude this report, I wish to extend my personal 
appreciation for the advice and guidance given me by the 
School Board and Town Officials; and also, the citizens of 
Lyndeborough for their interest and splendid cooperation 
in the support of your school. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE — 1969-70 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Board of 
Education: 


All students of Lyndeborough School were Weighed, 
Measured, and given Vision and Hearing Tests. Parents 
were notified of all deficiencies. Each month Health Inspec- 
tions were done on all students. When necessary, home 
visits were made by the School Nurse. 

In March, throat cultures were taken on all students 
and faculty at Lyndeborough School to determine Strepto- 
coccus. Since there was a high percentage of postive 
cultures returned, the school was closed for one day. Fol- 
lowing this, cultures were taken again on all students and 
faculty on two separate occasions. I wish to thank Mrs. 
Stella Abbot, R.N. and Mrs. Priscilla Byam, R.N. for their 
assistance in the taking of cultures. 

Dr. Glenn Toppenberg, School Doctor, completed Physic- 
al Examinations on students in Grades 1 and 4. He was also 
consulted on the Streptococcus problem. 

Lyndeborough children participated in 4 Immunization 
Clinics held in the Wilton School. 

A Dental Hygenist from the State Department of Health 
demonstrated good dental care to all grades. 

A Public Health Nurse from the State Department of 
Health held a T.B. Clinic for First Graders. No T.B. was 
discovered. 

Physical and Psychological Testing to determine learning 
disabilities were done under State and Federal Funding, ie., 
Title I. Six students were tested. 

Four films on health were shown to all grades and 
Health Education was taught periodically. 

The Pre-School Clinic was held in May.

According to custom, I am presenting my first annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. 

I arrived on November 30, 1970, just in time to start 
working on the 1971-72 budget, and also had to familiarize 
myself with your new school presently under construction. 

Needless to say, we will experience growing pains in 
our new facility. The budget will be an estimate, at best. 
However, after a years operation, we should be able to 
budget the expenses for the new school with more accuracy. 

With the new facility opening this coming September, 
our first problem will be to adequately staff the school. To 
do this, we must give special salary recognition for quality 
performance, if we expect to keep outstanding teachers and 
to attract new teachers to the system. 

Our new facility will allow the expansion of our Indus- 
trial Arts Department, so that the 7th and 8th grades will 
have more time for this instruction. The same will be true 
for the Home Economics Department. 

The Art and Music Departments had to curtail some of 
their programs due to the crowded conditions this year. 
However, in September, we should see gains; especially, in 
the Music Department including instrumental music. 

As I conclude this report, I wish to extend my personal 
appreciation for the advice and guidance given me by the 
School Board and Town Officials; and also, the citizens of 
the Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative for their interest and 
splendid cooperation in the support of your school.
